PLEASE NOTE: Acid soils are a positive re- 
quirement for all the plants on these two pages 
(except the ground-covers). The soils in the 
eastern half of Ohio are generally good for them, 
Western Ohio, most of northern New York, 
Indiana, Ilinois and all of the states west of the 
Mississippi have alkaline (sweet) soil, which is 
poisonous to them. If you live in a doubtful sec- 
tion, then send a soil sample to your state ex- 
periment station or university from the area 
you wish to plant, and ask for the pH value of 
the sample; then write to us.
